That co-operative marketing and 
orderly marketing offers the only 
solution to a repetition of the re­ 
sent severe decline in the cotton 
market, was the statement made 
here today by G. W. Stinnett, dis­ 
trict representative of the Texas 
Farm Bureau Cotton Association. 
“The market 
during the 
past 
thirty days has suffered a decline 
of $20 a bale," he said, “and this 
amount must be borne in full by 
every cotton grower, his banker, 
and merchant. 
“Through co-op­ 
erative marketing and price stabil­ 
isation,'’ he stated, “the grower, 
banker and merchant would not 
only benefit through full returns 
on their quality cotton, but the 
season’s average price as well." 
That local and state buinesse has 
been crippled through the recent 
decline was also brought out by 
Mr. 
Stinnett, 
who 
stated that 
“whenever the cotton producer is 
forced to dispose of his cotton for 
less than the cost of production, 
debt paying power must suffer and 
purchasing 
power stop”. 
If this 
county produces 10,000 more bales 
this season, the recent decline of 
approximately $20 a bale will cost 
the county the amating and start­ 
ling sum of $200,000, he said.
